ovcjr the said ship canal . . . or for- 
lifjf, or colonize, or aaxime, or exercise 
an« dominion over Nicaragua, Costa 
Rica, the Mosquito coa^t, or any part ot 
Central Amerlcn." 
Up to this time, 


therefore, It does not appear from the 
documents lhat the United Slates hud 
gone much further than in 1823 in the
